Rut to. place a 
handicap on those who would take care of the 
mentally ill is not the way out. 

The mental health program in Lake County 
is woefully lacking itMacilities and funds. » 

Members of the Lake County Board of 
Supervisors health committee-^a majority of 
them .anyway— are opposed to establishing, as 
they call it, another special unit'of government. 

They want to put the function, under. the 
County Health .Department, and we agree that it 
is probably th^eTcorrect place "for it to-go._ _^ 

Rut, we ask, why have they waited so long 
to do anything about it? 

Why have they waited until the eve of a re- 
ferendum to make their view known? 

The mental health problem has been with 
us as long as there have been people — so where 
•were the supervisors with their proposal some 5 
years ago, or 10 or even 20? 

The committee says that if the County Health 
Department cannot do it by presentstatutes~theiv 
some should be drafted and sent to the legisla- 
ture. 

We would 'imagine that if the present stat- 
utes allowed such action it would have been taken 
a. long time ago by the far-thinking members of 
the Board of Supervisors. 

We think their release, timed to get into the 
-last-editions ot! the newspaners^prior to the elec- 
tion is dirty pool. ' 

The mental health, people went before the 
county board with their proposal some months 
ago and explained the need. 

The levy proposed by tfie mental health 
group is 7 cents. It will raise an estimated .$1 mil- 
lion. 

The committee makes much of the fact that 
the levy is more than twice that for the Lake 
County Health Department and nearly twice as 
much as the levy for the T.B. Sanitorinm. 

We would like the committee to tell us just 
'what - it is that the County Health Department 
does; % 

. And we would like to know if the T.B. Sani- 
torium is not taking in patients from other coun-

An interesting seminar held re- 
cently in Washington under the 
sponsorship of the House Repub- 
lican Committee on Planning and 
Research was devoted to 'the sub- 
ject of "Foreign Aid and Econom- 
ic Development." The partici- 
pants included eminent scholars 
anil governmental officials from 
the United States and other na- 
tions—including Professor Gunnar 
Myrdal of Swedcn-pinlernatloiO 
ally renowned authority on thee 
subject: or the less developed 
countries of the? world. It .would 
he u difficult to reach specific con- 
clusions on the basis of the illum- 
inating and challenging presenta- 
tions. On the other hand, all who 
participated offered expert opin" 
ions for improving "foreign, aid." 

While the. plight of most of (he 
less developed nations appears to 
be more critical today than when 
foreign aid was undertaken in- 
itially more than 20 years ago, 
there a/e many encouraging ex- 
amples of progress. The improve- 
ments which have taken place in 
Taiwan. South Korea, Thailand, 
and Pakistan seem to demonstrate 
that foreign aid can contribute sub- 
stantially to a country's develop- 
ment. On the other hand, the 
principal reason for success in 
these countries appears to lie 
within the countries themselves. 

"Taiwan experienced a miracu- 
lous development of industry when 
the. old rural landlords became the 
new industri al leaders. Freedom 
from restraints "and ~ encourage- 
ment of private enterprise also 
brought salutary results in South 
Korea and in Thailand, 

One of the seminar participants 
Professor Guslav Ranis of Yale 
University, emphasized, that the 
kcV element in the internal de- 



appear also to be essential ele- 
ments in the emergence of the 
less developed conn ries of the 
world.

examples or what can occur when 
'modern' agricultural!, techniques' 
are applied and 1 the value of fer- 
tilizer is recognized. It- will be 
recalled tliat a little over a year 
ago. India was on- the verge of 
mass starvation. Rut food pro- 
duction increased by almost 15% 
in a single year and the danger 
of starvation in India was 're- 
•moved. 

Today many nations, including 
the Soviet Union, 'Germany,, and 
Japan, are participating in for- 
eign aid programs through direct 
grants and loans. Various inter- 
national organisations such as the 
Asian Development Rank, the In- 
v tfeP-'American Development' Rank, 
^imd other such agencies adminis- 
ter-large amounts of capital which 
are invested in the less develop- 
ed countries. 

The old policy of providing for- 
eign aid in the fprm of welfare for 
the most pari has been abandoned. 
Instead, foreign aid Is considered 
today mainly as an investment 
and as a stimulus to individual 
effort. 

However, most of the nations 
of Africa and South America ap- 
ear to have benefited very little, 
if at , all, from foreign aid pro- 
grams. Some of those -'govern- 
ments are so notoriously corrupt 
and so reletc with bureaucratic 
controls and regulations thai pri- 
vate investors arc reluctant to risk 
their capital.

"Wc were stationed near -a 
Rest and Relaxation Center' in 
Vung Tau. Tito Center is .a l>eau- 
tifnl building built by Americans. 
There is a good swimming beach

shark patrol, however, as there 
were sharks in the water. No 
casualties while we were there 
r due-lo-sliarks-ho\vever." 

Mike continued: "Vung Tau was 
rocketed for. the first time, just 
beforo_I left— (about 45 days ago) 
The rockets were fired from eight 
to ten miles away, with little co- 
oTdinalibm They did extensive 
damage to our airstrip and ono 
airplane. They also hit an NCO 
Baracks and two of our men were 
killed:" 

He added: "T can't begin lo tell 
you what it. meant lo receive those 
wonderful Project Vietnam" pack- 
ages. I sure appreciated them 
and shared them with others. My 
fellow companions hover heard of 
any oilier town being so thought- 
ful of their servicemen— and I 
was mighty proud of Antioch." 

Mike continued: "Tlie - people of 
Vietnam live in. a. very primitive 
manner. Some are friendly, oth- 
ers resented the presence of the 
Americans. 

"Soccer is a favorite game of 
the Vietnamese and they are very 
good at It/ I saw a !) hole golf 
course in the Saigon area. 

"One" day I was sent lo Baria 
lo,, ill in communications for the 
town. The town -was hit by the 
enemy two days before we ar- 
rived, they were still fighting 
about two blocks from whore wc 
were working end had the Vict 
Cong pinned down -in a theatre, 
while we . were splicing cobles. 
We later saw the dead V.C.'s in 
the theatre— antl it wasn't a pret- 
ty sight."

BUYERS MUST WAIT 72 HRS. 
BEFORE OBTAINING GUNS 

You can buy a gun today, but 
you cannot take possession of it 
for .72 ours. Under one of Illi- 
nois' new gun laws, the seller 
must withhold delivery for the 
72 hour waiting period. 

The law is designed to discour- 
age the impulse purchase— and 
use— of guns. ,In this way. ac- 
cordlng"to"thc-Illinois— State-Bar 
Association, the lawmakers hope 
to jijevcnt crimes of passion and 
such crimes as suicide. and those 
resulting from mental depr essoin. 
Categories' of persons who may 
not purchase guns under any cir- 
cumstances include:- 

—No one under 18 m,ay pur- 
chase' a pistol;. 

—Young people under 21, If 
convicted for any' misdemeanor 
other than a traffic offense; or 
adjudged delinquent; 
—Narcotic addicts; 
—anyone convicted of a felony 
under the laws of Illinois or of 
any other state within tho pre- 
vious five years or' confined to a 
penitentiary within the same 
period; 

—Anyone who has been "a pa- 
tient in a mental institution with- 
in the past five years; 
—The mentally retarded. 
Since a dealer shall not know- 
ingly sell a gun to any such 
person, lie lias, a morat responsi- 
bility to make some . reasonable 
inquiry into the background of 
any wood-be purchaser, the bar 
group states." 

However, when the new gun 
registration law- goes into effect 
July 1 1968 the primary responsi- 
bility for determining the eligi- 
bility of gun-owners will rest with 
the Department of Public Safety. 
The Department will issue' a 
Firearm Owner's- Identification 
Card only to those applicants 
who do not fit any of the categor- 
ies of those prohibited by law 
from acquiring or possessing fire- 
armsi - Also/ no "applicant under 
21 ycras old will be issued a per- 
mit except with the written con- 
sent of a parent or guardian who 
holds a valid Firearm Owner's 
ID card. Anyone who buys or 
carries any firearm or ammuni- 
tion without having a registra- 
tion card "will be subject to a 
fine of up to $1,000, imprisonment 
for up to one year, or both. 

The ISBA stresses that the. 72 
hour waiting period applies equal- 
ly to the sale of guns by private 
owners:. Even an antique gun, 
capable of being fired or of being 
made serviceable, .falls within 
the terms of this waiting .periopl 
and, after July- 1, may imff be 
transferred to a person who does 
not have a Firearm Owner's ID 
card.

TO LOVE YOUR BABY 

Arc you afraid that top much 
fondling, caressing and holding of 
your baby will spoil him? • 
' Well, don't be! Parents' love in 
infancy, is almost impossible to 
overdo— and "underdoing" it can 
lead to tragic results. 

A recent study showed that 
many babies in the best homes 
—given the most careful physical 
attention but little parental love— 
frequently developed a mysterious 
condition called "marasmus." 
They- became listless, refused Jo 
cat; and— in some instances- 
died. — ■—, — ~_ ; ; : 

On the other hand, infants in 
the poorest homes, but with loving 
parents, often overcame the, phy- 
sical handicaps of poverty and 
became bouncing, healthy babies. 

The necessity of parental. love, 
therefore, is more than just senti- 
mentality—it's scientific fact. 

Reason: Much of the infant's 
mental and nervous development 
is incomplete at birth. The cells 
arc not completely formed, and 
the blood cells which feed and 
irrigate these cells are not yet 
developed. 

To help the infant adjust, he 
still needs to 6c rocked gently, 
much as he was in his mother's 
body. He also needs to be carried 
about at regular intervals until he 
is able to move, and coordinate his 
own body. 

Parents should realize, how- 
ever, that they can't "fake" af- 
fection and get away with it— 
jhe affection must be real. . 

Manifestations of ~ Hiclr love 
must be greater than just feeding, 
bathing and attending to all of 
the perfunctory details of infant 
care. ' They must include all of 
the tender evidence of real feel- 
ing— fondling , carressing and sing- 
Ji)C-or_sncakinfi to, the bab y. 




While many childern don't die 
physically from lack of affection 
as children, they DO suffer psy- 
chological problems. 

So— don't hold back your natural 
urge to. love your baby— it's the 
best "medicine" available to help 
him grow into a happy, adjusted 
adult.

gal, revealed the tragedy facing 
most of the Continent of Africa. 

Senegal is proclaimed as one of 
the so-called "developing" nations 
(the stigma of the description 
"underdeveloped" was politely 
dropped a few years ago). 

Yet, Senegal, which was self- 
sufficient formerly — insofar as 
concerned its agricultural produc- 
tion—must now import food in or- 
derder to survive. Other African 
nations arc obliged to do likewise. 
Modern hygiene which has 
helped to extend life expectancy 
—and the continuing practice of 
polygamy (that is multiple wives 
per man)— have combined to in- 
crease the population of ' many 
African nations. But there has 
been little increase- in- economic!' 
productiyity. Educational prog- 
ress has been disappointing and 
utilization of modern tools and 
techniques has for the- most part 
been rejected by the native agrar- 
ian worker.. 

Still, a trend toward urbaniza- 
tion has developed— with most of 
the migrant population moving 
from their rural houses of grass 
and straw— to miserable hovels 
fabricated from cardboard- and 
sheet mclol — in overcrowded 
cities. 

< A pertinent observation— and 
one that has been made before by 
'more knowlcdgablc authorities is 
this: "Perhaps the developing na- 
tions arc not going to develop/' 
At any rate, during the last 10 
ypars, the economic gap between 
the* developed and developing na- 
tions—has widened. 

■Foreign' aid, with its frequent 
effect of promoting dependency, 
has tended to stifle initiative. 
'SDnic - oftiicn developing nations 
seem only to have developed a 
pattern of reliance on foreign aid 
for their very existence. Inno- 
vations in approaching the prob- 
lems of the developing nations of 
Africa— and elsewhere— arc es- 
sential, if the developing nations 
are to develop. — ^— -—
